The 
A.A.’s origin was humble, indeed, with less 
than ninetv members and a few pounds in the 
bank.

The marketing scheme is 
that, as each fishing centre or community Is 
organised for marketing purposes, the catch 
of the members is handed over to a local 
agent, who pays them the price fixed by 
the committee, and then dispose of the fis 
in accordance with directions from head 
office. The normal method of disposal 1 
through regional wholesalers, of whom there 
are at present seven throughout the country 
These wholesalers sunply to the retail trade 
at a list price fixed by the committee, and 
for their work are paid a percentage com. 
mission, 


STATE AID. 


“Membership of the Association entails 
the payment of la entrance fee and the 
taking up by the members of one £1 share, 
payment for which is made by 5s. deposit and 
annual calls thereafter at an amount to be fixed 
by the committee. The Association is really 
dependent in toto upon the State for funds. 
It is given annually a limited grant-in-aid 
of administration; it is provided with re- 
payable advances for the supply of boats and 
gear—that is to say, the committee in due 
course will have to account to the Excheque: 
for these advances as against the repayments 
from members by way of deduction from 
their catches; and it is also given a certain 
grant-in-aid for purposes of general develop- 
ment—under which heading the cost of the 
marketing operations, including the temporary 
charter of steam trawlers for the purpose of 
maintaining supplies, are met. . 

Naturally, marketing operations could not 
be attempted until a certain number of new 
boats had. heen put into commission, and the 
majority of those already in commission 
furnished with fresh gear. Consequently. 
active operations did not begin until early 
in the present year; and by now the market- 
ing scheme is in full working at Clogherhead,

A fog had quite suddenly shrouded or hidden 
the various rocks in that part, which is abso- 
a pee an archipelago of rocks. It had com- 
pletely hidden the mainiand, and rocks 
near by had almost disappeared. 


BEARINGS TAKEN. 


““ An officer had taken HE 
ship’s standard eompaass on two objects which 
five minutes beíore the yacht struck the rocks 
showed us to be absolutely clear of ail 
dangers. 

‘There are three possible expiana- 
tions for the mishap—either that in 
the fog the objects from which bearings were 
taken had been wrongly identified; secondly, 
that the strong tidal currents had set us off 
our course; or, thirdly, that the rock was 
uncharted. 

“The captain had no alternative but to go 
by the bearings marked on the chart from 
the information given him by the other 
officer. The tain was navigating the ship 
at the time of the mishap. 

“He had taken his place on the bridge 
owing to the very intricate navigation that 
was necessary. then the ship struck he 
bend the chart and took it away with 

im. 

‘We owe much to the splendid discipline 
of the crew. The captain had always made a 
great point gf boat drill at frequent intervals, 
and this discipline stood us m good stead. 
Two motor boats, a cutter and a dinghy were 
all in the water within about three minutes 
of our striking the rock, 


PET MONKEYS SAVED. 


“When the ship struck the rock the 
captain pot it astern so that she might sink 
on an even keel. She lies in about twelve 
fathoms of water with the tops of the masts 
showing. 

“Tt was tieowing half a gale, and a heavy 
sea was running, She went down so quickly 
that there was mo question of lowering gang- 
ways for get ng into the boats, 

“We just stepped off the rail into the 
boats anil so got away. SA, was 
quite orderly.” At this point Lord Moyne 
beut down to stroke his two pet monkeys 
who had travelled over with him. “ They 
behaved splendidly,’ said Lord Moyne. 
** They just clung to me.”

SEARCH OF DUBLIN

BRIGADE 
CALLED TO 
GOLF COURSE. 


/ ROFERDAT'S heat wave in England 
was marked by several heath and 
woodland fires, in which well-known 

were involved, Twenty 
acres of Dingley Warren, the woodland 
Pytchley Hunt fox covert on Earl Beatty’s 
estate, near Market Harborough, have 
been destroyed by a fire, which was stil! 
smouldering last night. 

Villagers were fighting in addition a 
fierce at Windmil] Hill, a Leicester- 
shire beauty spot near Woodhouse Eaves. 
They declared that it was the worst bush 
fire for thirty years. Dense pillars of 
smoke made the roads almost impassable. 
The windmill was. untouched, and no 
further danger is anticipated, as the fire 
was brought under control. 

Eton Fire Brigade were called yester- 
day to an outbreak on Eton College golf 
course, The sun is believed to have set 
the grass alight on, the fairway, and the 
fire spread rapidly across the. ninth green 
and set a hedge alight. The. firemen 
saved a number of clticken houses near the 
hedge. 

A six-acre field of long grass at Moreton, 
Essex, was set alight by the sun, and 
although at one time it appeared that 
there was a possibility of a public-house 
and some cottages being in danger, the fire 
burned itself out, 

Two large expanses of firs and under- 
growth in Epping Forest, close to the main 
road at Loughton, were set afire by the 
sun and extinguished by keepers and 
visitors. 

The woodlands fire at Shining Cliff, near 
Matlock, has extended so rapidly that 
efforts to allay it have been abandoned. 
Last night it covered over a mile and a 
half square, and it was estimated that it 
may take days to burn out. 


FOUR BRIGADES—FIVE 
MILES OF HOSE, 


The Ascot Brigade was called to another 
big heath fire yesterday—the fifth in a 
fortnight. For a time several big houses 
were in danger. 

‘‘We were only just in time to save 
Swinley Wood, the 
Stephen Quin,”’ one of the Brigade mem- 
bers said. ‘‘ The flames reached within 
a dozen fect of the building, and no- 
thing could. have saved the house had 
we been ten minutes later,” 

It was found necessary to call the 
Brigades from Bagshot, Bracknell and 
Egham. Nearly five miles of hose were 
m use before the flames were mastered.

When 
leaving they placed a notice on the counter 
before the barmaid, . Mrs. Quinlan and a 
customer were the only other people in the 
shop. The notice, which was signed “British 
Boyeott Committee,’ demanded the dis- 
continuance of the sale of Bass and all British 
beers, ordered the removal of all British 
advertisements, and concluded with the words 
in block letters, ‘‘ Support Irish Ales.”’

Isles. At all events, the United States 
hardly will recover its old reputation as 
the barman’s paradise. It will be a more 
sober country after next November than 
it was before 1919. 

Looking back over the history of pro- 
hibition in the United States, most people 
will judge that it was not a success. The 
initial mistake was to put it into 
operation immediately after the Great 
War, at a time when the virtues of steady 
citizenship were at a discount. In the next 
place, the United States was too large a 
field for such an experiment, and the law 
simply could not be enforced. The prac- 
tical result of prohibition has been to 
encourage a wholesale disregard of law. 
People who, in the normal course of 
events, never would have drunk to excess 
have learned to carry their hip-flasks 
under the shadow of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. Furthermore, prohibition has 
forced into existence a huge army of 
illegal suppliers, who constitute a very 
grave menace to America’s internal peace. 
Directly or indirectly, three-quarters of 
the serious crimes which disgrace the 
United States to-day—it is estimated that 
one American in every three hundred 
is concerned in crime—can be attributed 
to the traffic in illegal liquor. One of the 
most. formidable problems that confront 
President Roosevelt will be the disband- 
ment of this undesirable army. Some of 
its personnel will be absorbed in the 
legalised drink trade, but a great part 
must remair:. to trouble the country for 
a long time. The last fourteen years, 
and the next fourteen years, in the United 
States will provide highly important 
material for the sociologist.

Albania and Italy. 


If it is true that history repeats itself, 
the present situation in Albania is a 
matter of grave concern. A few years 
before the Great War the Powers took a 
lively interest in Albania’s fate. The 
German Prince, William of Wied, was 
raised to the throne, and kept some 
measure of peace for a time; but the 
troubles in Albania immediately after the 
Balkan War of 1913 heralded the greater 
conflict that was to convulse the world. 
Then the protagonists were Serbia and 
Austria; now they are Yugoslavia and 
Italy.

Young Gangsters. 


A disquieting feature of life in Great 
Britain during the past year or two has 
been the growth of the “ gangster habit '' 
among -boys and young men. Often it 
begins harmlessly enough. Boys every- 
where tend to form themselves into rival 
and secret groups, whose antics are 
troublesome ; but in these days the habit is 
apt to persist, and reproduces itself on a 
larger and more destructive scale. Dr. H. 
T. P. Young, the Medical Officer of Health 
for Wormwood Scrubbs Prison, has pub- 
lished some sidelights on the subject in the 
British Medical Journal, where he takes 
a serious view of the new habit. The 
cases, he says, of 1,000 young offenders 
were studied ; they included thirty groups 
or gangs, in which three or more lads were 
concerned together, numbering in all 100 
cases. Dr. Young has made an elaborate 
study of the influences which have 
encouraged these boys to associate for 
purposes of crime ; but his conclusions need 
not concern us. The point is that this 
ebullition of gang work among the youth 
) Britain is causing - genuine 
anxiety—particularly since it coincides 
with the outbreak of various other forms of 
crime, including “car band:try”’ and 
“ smash-and-grab”’ raids. In some ways 
the growth of these juvenile gangs is more 
sinister than the breaches of law by their 
elders. The latter can be suppressed, in 
& normally law-abiding country like Eng- 
land, with fair ease ; but the taint of crime, 
when it has once obtained a hold upon the 
young mind, is dislodged only by a hard 
and slow process. Experts differ on the 
extent to which the prevalence of the 
gangster film moulds a boy’s outlook ; but 
they cannot deny that crime to-day is being 
presented to the young as a romantic affair. 
It would be worth while to try the effect of 
a stricter supervision of such films before 
the gang habit becomes more widespread.

The Channel Islands.

It was expected that during the conversations an earnest plea 
for some sort of temporary stabilisation of the dollar-sterling ex- 


change would be made. 


_ Official circles, however, are at pains to stress that the meeting 
is at the suggestion of Mr. Harrison, and that it in no way implies 
that any change is pending in American financial policy. 


The meeting should, at least, clarify the attitude of the 
Administration towards early stabilisation of the dollar, and it is 
possible that it will not be wholly without effect in determining its 
future policy on the vexed question of monetary inflation.

NOTE HOARDING. 


Paris, Monday — French financial 
authorities are watching the movement of 
the dollar and pound with an eagle eye. 
They do not disguise the ultimate danger 
to the franc, remote thongh that may be 
to-day. 

The British policy of following the 
dollar in the interest of British trade 1s 
fully appreciated here, but the question 
arises how Jong French foreign trade can 
stand up against the depreciation of the 
two Anglo-Saxon currencies. 

Some reassurance is found in the state- 
ment to-day by the Governor of the Bank 
of Belvium, at the annual general meeting 
-of the Bank, that the gold currency 
countries are in a position to keep on gold. 

At the same time, the threat to the 
franc and other gold currencies admittedly 
exists. 

There is little speculative activity on 
the Paris Stock Exchange, but not less 
than there has been for the past year. 
The French tendency to hoard is certainly 
stimulated by their nervousness, but it 
does not appear to have assumed vastly 
increased proportions. What is hoarded 
incidentally is notes, not gold.

President Roosevelt himself said that 
he was reluctant to stabilise until other 
nations of the world had balanced their 
Budgets and placed their own currencies 
ou a firm foundation, 


THE DIFFICULTY. 


' In Washington official and diplomatic 
circles it was thought that, if stabilisation 
was not at present feasible, the President 
and the bankers might arrange for a 
temporary steadying of the two currencies 
by the equalisation fund method. 

The Herald-Tribune stated that Britain's 
willingness to co-operate in raising prices 
might permit a modification as far as 
dollar-sterling stabilisation was concerned, 
but that it was extremely improbable that 
such co-operation would be forthcoming. 

Hitherto the sole obstacle in the way 
of such temporary steadying was the ques- 
tion of who was to reimburse the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank for any loss 
incurred by the establishment of an 
equalisation fund. 

The Journal of Commerce believed that 
the Hyde Park talk would clarify the 
United States attitude towards early 
stabilisation, and that Mr. Norman would 
make a personal effort to stress the dis- 
advantages of competitive currency de- 
preciation and the dangers of further 
delay, and would plead for at least tem- 
porary stabilisation. 


NO COMMITTAL. 


It is not thought likely that President 
Roosevelt will commit himself to any fresh 
monetary policy until he is in a better 
position to see the results which 
are being obtained by the present 
recovery campaign. The President 
has throughout regarded his power to re- 
sort to monetary inflation as his real 
triumph, and it is hard to believe that he 
will give it up before he is convinced that 
the game can be won without it. 

Complete accord is reported to have been 
reached between President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Woodin, who was rumoured recently 
to be thinking of resigning from the 
Treasury Secretaryship, owing partly to 
disagreement with tÍf President's alleged 
inflationary leanings.

GENERAL INCREASE OF 
WAGES.

RIGA, Monday. 


The Soviet Government has ordered a 
general increase of the wages of textile 
workers by 17 per cent. to raise the 
standard of living and improve production. 
The order affects 350,000 workers, whose 
wages will, from August 15, average 101 
roubles (nominally about £10) a month. 

At the same time the Soviet Govern- 
ment has announced its intention to adver- 
tise the rise in wages widely, in order to 
make it a lever for increasing the produc- 
tivity of labour. 

As a further stimulus the policy of 
closing unprofitable factories, and dis- 
missing the workers employed in them, 
will be continued. To emphasise the 
seriousness of the decision the Govern- 
ment has closed ten factories and given 


four others “ final warning ” that they 
will be closed unless they improve the 
quality and quantity of their output.

“Dean Six,—Excuse my liberty in 
addressing you without your knowing me, 
but I am in a desperate position, and you 
are the only person I can trust, as you 
will later on realise. 
‘(Tam prisoner here for bankruptcy, 
caused by reasons it would be too long to 
explain herein. If, as I expect, you are 
prepared to help me, upon receipt of your 
cable I will write you again explaining my 
history and how your name has 
known to me. 

“Of my whole capital I have only been 
able to save from bankruptcy two checks 
for $235,000, which before my arrest I 
had hidden in a secret inside pocket in 
one of my bags. This luggage was em- 
barged and searched when I was detained. 
but, fortunately, the checks for the above 
amount were not found. 

‘‘ Therefore, what I propose you is to 
come here to cancel the embargo and get 
my luggage, thus recovering my money and 
saving the future of my poor daughter, 
who is at present in an orphan asylum. 
“To cancel the embargo it is necessary 
to pay my trial expenses arid a fine I was 
sentenced to pay. The whole amounts to 
approximately 500£. As a reward for your 
help I shall give up to you one-half of the 
check’s value, $117,500. 
“Of course, before you pay a cent you 
will have on hand every proof and security 
on the identity of the checks, as well as 
on the honestity of all I am hereby pro- 
posing you. Also you will not have to 
cancel the embargo until the checks will

this possible I count on the assistance of 
one of my warders, whom I have offered 
$3,000 for his co-operation. In my next 
letter I will give you full details for carry- 
ing this proposition to a successful end.

ABSOLUTE EQUALITY 
IN THE EMPIRE. 


HURRYING ON REFORM 
OF CONSTITUTION.

ó ego Viceroy declared at a dinner to- 
night that he looked forward to 
Home Rule and Dominion status being 
India’s destiny. His Excellency, who was 
accompanied by Lady Willingdon, was 
speaking at a banquet given by Sir R. K. 
Shanmukam Chetty, President of the 
Legislative Assembly, to one hundred and 
forty-five guests. 

Lord Willingdon said that, whether the 
policy inaugurated since he became 
Viceroy was approved or otherwise, at 
least it had the merit of consistency— 
while refusing to countenance violation of 
the law of the land in any circumstances, 
he had made every effort to push on as 
quickly as possible the policy of constitu- 
tional reforms which would lead India to 
take her place in a position of absolute 
equality with that of the other Dominions. 


IRISH SYMPATHIES. 


He was not afraid of the terms “ Home 
Rule” and ‘Dominion status.” He 
looked forward to that being India’s 
destiny, and recalled his family’s Liberal 
traditions and associations with the agita- 
tion for Home Rule for Ireland. 

Lord Willingdon said that he had every 
intention to remain in office, if allawed, 
and if health and strength permitted, for 
the full term. 

He alluded to Sir Shanmukam Chetty 
as his political godson, recalling old days 
at ae te and complimenting him on 
having so youthfully won his spurs. He 
foreshadowed for him a brilliant career in 
the service of India. 

Sir Shanmukam urged that no time 
should be wasted in implementing the 
Government's proposals, and paid a high 
tribute to the Viceroy. 

He described Lord Willingdon as 
possessing a remarkable combination cf 
tact, strength, sincerity and sympathy 
with Indian aspirations, and trusted that 
reforms would be inaugurated under his 
wisdom and experience. 


BLACKMAILING OF PRINCES. 


Sir H. Haig, the Home Member, intro- 
duced in the Assembly to-day a bill to 
protect Indian States from activities tend- 
ing to subvert their subjects or to excite 
disaffection.

EVEREST CLIMB 
INCIDENTS. 


A HEAVY, BITTER JOB.

Mr. Hugh Ruttledge, who recently re- 
turned to Kngland after leading the un- 
successful climbs up Everest, last night 
described some incidents of the climb in a 
broadcast talk from London. 

The expedition made two separate 
assaults on the peak, one by Mr. L. R. 
Wayer and the other by Mr. F. 8. Smythe 
‘and Mr. E. E. Shipton. They were about 
1,000 feet from the summit when com- 
pelled to turn back. 

Mr. liuttledge said that Smythe had a 
desperate time, having to cut handholds 
as well as footholds in the hard ice, and 
to cling on with one hand while using his 
axe with the other. In the working parties 
men took it in turns to lead and cut steps 
for twenty minutes at a time, while their 
companions drove in stakes and fixed 


aT 
‘Jt was a heavy, bitter job, and camp 
was established on an ice ledge which was 
the lewer lip of a big crevasse. You had 
to move about with a-certain amount of 
caution, One step too far on the right 
anc you would fall into the blue depths. 
On the left you might easily begin sliding 
down, then over an ice cliff, down more 
slopes over the ice wall, to end up in a 
great crevasse seven hundred feet below.” 
Mr. Ruttledge said that they had 
learned from the expedition that May and 
June are probably the only months in 
which the climb can be made ; that once a 
man has gone really high in the moun- 
tain he is unlikely to be able to repeat the 
effort that same year; that a really well- 
acclimatised party can eat the ordinary 
foods of civilisation at great altitudes ; 
that almost certainly the last 1,000 feet 
are climable in good conditions without 
oxygen, and that you must have a strong 
reserve of men well accustomed to guide- 
less climbing,

DOLLAR AND POUND.

The Times, im a leading article to-day, 
says:—In the case of the dollar and the 
pound particularly, the interests of both 
countries, of Great Britain no less than of 
the United States, demand that there 
should be no excuse given to all concerned 
for apprehending anything remotely re- 
sembling a race in depreciation between 
the two currencies. This, of course, 
involves consultation and a certain amount 
of co-operation between the Bank of 
England and the Federal Reserve Banks. 
Relations of mutual confidence and mutual! 
helpfulness, always desirable, are to-day 
indispensable between the institutions 
which control the two great managed cur- 
rencies of the world. It is the realisation 
of this which has caused so keen an inte- 
rest in the visit of Mr. Montagu Norman 
to the United States, in his conversations 
with American bankers and officials of the 
American Treasury, and, above all, in his 
interview yesterday with President Roose- 
velt. 

At this interview Mr. Norman was

CHERBOURG, Monday. 
The time limit given by the Navy to the 
Sud-Atlantique Company to remove the liner 
Atlantique from the naval dry dock here ex- 
pired to-day. The company had asked for 
an extension of one month while awaiting 
the decision of the Seine Court as to the 
disposal of the ship, but the Minister ot 
Marine has refused to grant this, as he con- 
sidered that the dock, 
at any time for urgent repairs to a warship 
or a liner in service, can no longer be kept 
out of action. The company has, t.+*efore, 
been asked to remove the ship immediately. 
As the owners have formally abandoned 
her as useless and the underwriters refuse to 
take charge of her except for repairs, nobody 
now knows to whom she belongs. 
Experts appointed by the Seine Tribunal 
‘of Commerce aré understoed to have come to 
the conclusion that the Atlantique is heyond 
repair. The vessel was insured for a total 
of 170,120,000 franes (£1,371,955 at par), a 
large proportion of which is covered at 
Lloyds. The insurance companies estimate 
that the repairs will cost about 95,000,Uu0U 
francs (£7€0,000). jut the owners prefer 
entirely to abandon the wreck to under- 
writers, in which case, they argue, they are 
entitled to the whole of the 170,000,000 francs 
for which the ship was insured. 
The underwriters, who are British, have 
called for tenders for the reconstruction. oí 
the ship from Belfast and other builders, and 
it is unlikely there will be any final decision 
as to what is to be done for some weeks.

MOTORING ACCIDENT. 


A verdict in accordance with medical 
evidence was returned by the jury to the 
Dublin City Coroner, Dr. D. A. MacErlean, 
yesterday, when an inquest was resumed in 
Jervis Street Hospital on John Guinan (68), 
a farmer, who resided at Corslair, Rohan, 
‘Tullamore, Offaly, and who died in that 
institution on June 26th last, following 
injuries received in a collision between a 
motor cer in which he was driving and a 
motor van, the property of Messrs. John 
Wallis and Sons, Ltd., at Enfield, County 
Meath, on 12th of June. 

The jury added that, in their epinion, 
both drivers showed contributory negligence— 
John Cahill, driver of the motor car, in not 
keeping a stricter look-out, and the lorry- 
driver, Joseph Lee, in cutting over to his 
wrong side of the road. 

Mr. Charles F. Casey (instructed by Mr. 
J. J. McDonald) appeared for Messrs. Wallis, 
the owners of the lorry, and the driver, Mr. 
J. Lee Next-of-kin were represented by 
Ir. R. Brereton-Barry (instructed by Mr. 
S. Matthews), and Mr. P. J. McEnery (1 
structed by Mr. Ennis, Tullamore) on alf 
of Mr. John Galvin and Mr. John Cahill, both 
of Tullamore, and, respectively, owner and 
driver of the Austin motor car involved in the 
collision. 

Inspector Doody, Trim, had charge. of the 
case on behalf of the Civic Guards. 

Mr. John Cahill, Tullamore, said that on 
the morning of June 12th last he was driving 
Mr. Guinan, his wife and daughter up to 
Dublin from Tullamore. On approaching a 
sharp corner into Enfield which he knew to 
be dangerous he slowed down and sounded 
As he did so he saw a motor lorry 
coming up the middle of the street from 
the direction of Dublin. It was at that time 
about thirty-five yards away, and he 
estimated its speed at: about thirty-five miles 
per hour i : 

Witness tried to get his car on to the foot- 
path out of the way, when the motor lorry 
swerved over on to its wrong side, and, without 
decreasing speed, crashed into the side of 
witness’s vehicle, driving on four yards in 
front of it, and knocking ‘down a direction 
post. Witness’s car then turned over. Mr. 
Guinan was thrown through the left-hand 
window, and the-car fell over on top of him. 

The driver of the express delivery van, 
Mr. Joseph Lee, 53 Cadogan road, Fairview, 
said that he was driving a lorry on the day 
in question from Dublin to Athlone. As he 
neared Enfield he decreased speed to about 
fifteen miles per hour. When he was about 
six yards from the junction of the Eden- 
derry with the main road an Austin four- 
seater car, driven by the last witness, came 
around the corner at a very fast speed.

Superintendent O’Reilly, Bray, with Ser- 
geants O’Reilly and Ryan, represented the 
Guards at the inquest, and Mr. EK. H. Burne, 
solicitor, appeared for the Irish Omnibus Co, 
and the driver, Thomas Smyth. 

William Christopher O’Brien, 155 Cabra 

road, Dublin, said that his brother suffered 
no infirmity of hearing or eyesight. His 
brother was the owner of a Bean car, and 
witness was aware on Saturday evening at 
5.30 o'clock that he was “ going for a run”’ 
to some place. 
George Patrick Cunningham, Frankfort 
House, Dalkey, said that his niece was em- 
ployed in their filing department by 
Hospitals Trust, Ltd. 

Dr. Joshua Pim, F.,R.C.S.L, said that 
O’Brien was dead when admitted to hospital 
at 11.15 p.m. A post-mortem showed 
numerous scalp wounds, and the fracture of 
the breast-bone, in witness’s opinion, caused 
instantaneous death, from perforation of the 
lungs and internal hemorrhage, 

Miss Coughlan was also dead when 
admitted to hospital at 11.15 p.m. Death 
would have been caused by a wound in the 
throat. 

Sergeant N. O’Brien said that he arrested 
the ’bus driver, Smyth, at 2 p.m. on Sunday, 
and that there would be proceedings at the 
next District Court. 

To Mr, Burne—I was on the scene of the 
accident twenty minutes afterwards, and 
Smyth was then perfectly sober, 

This concluded the evidence. 

Mr. Burne—I have been asked by the 
directors of the Irish Omnibus Company and 
Driver Smyth to tender their sincere 


| sympathy to the relatives‘of the dead persons, 


and also their heartfelt sympathy to those 
who are at present lying as patients in the 
hospital, and hope that these will recover 
rapidly, | 

The Coroner expressed sympathy on his own 
behalf and that of the jury, and added that 
he had never had to investigate an accident 
of similar severity.

INQUEST ON MOTOR

A verdict of death in accordance with the 
medical evidence, the jury exonerating the 
driver of the pony and cart from all blame, 
was returned at an Anquest held yesterday at 
the Meath Hospitaí by Dr. D. A. MacErlean 
on William Dobble (24), Hermitage, Inchi- 
core, who died a few hours after admission 
to that institution on Thursday night last, 
following a collision between the motor-cycle 
which he was riding and a pony and cart, 
near Brittas, Co. Wicklow, on the same 
night.

By virtue of the constitution, the Secretary 
became his election agent. He ascertained on 
his return from Palestine that Griffiths had 
been paid for four days’ work by the County 
Council when, in fact, he was engaged in 
electioneering, and he told the Labour Party 
that they had to pay the four days or he 
would pay it. Griffiths went every morning 
when the timekeeper came round, and as soon 
as the timekeeper entered his presence off he 
went on electioneering business. “1 pro- 
tested that I would never have an election 
agent who would carry on this practice,” said 
Councillor Vaughan, He added that he re- 
ported the matter to the Clerk and the 
Accountant of the County Council, and 
brought it before the Labour Party before the 
Committee of Inquiry was set up.

Glasgow, arrived at Glasgow on 
Sunday last from America, where he 
has been investigating police methods, 
P went,” he told the Glasgow 
Herald, “I was forcibly struck with the 
great difficulty of the job that the police of 
the Amer.can cities have to perform; in their 
cosmopolitan populations they have to deal 
with so much of the scum of the world. 

“ As regards their organisation for the 
detection of crime, I was very much im- 
pressed with ther recording system relating 
to the modus operandi of all known criminais. 
They have developed also the use of wireless 
for police wotk to a very high degree of 
officiency. 1 feel that if this record.ng 
system and their development of wireless 
were to be adopted in Glasgow it would add 
very much, indeed, to the efficiency of the 
police service of the city and to the discomfi- 
ture of the “criminal,” 

Captain Sillitoe ceseribed briefly the opera- 

tion of a central recording bureau of the kind 
which came under his observation at Sacra- 
mento.’ There they had a card index of an 
extensive filing documentation of the habits 
and methods of criminals, going into the 
minutest details of the little tell-tale ways cf 
the individual and the type. When reference 
had to be made to this elaborate record the 
cards were mechanically assorted to bring out 
the classificat.ons which the detective workers 
wished to consult. 

The reference work was simplified by this 
machinery to a remarkable extent, and the 
officer could often, by means of it, quickly 
‘“ get a line” on the probable perpetrator of 
the crime from the knowledge of the manner 
and circumstances in which it was committed. 

Admitting that the conditions differed so 
widely in Great Britain from those encoun- 
tered in America that the detection problems 
of the Br.tish police were not, perhaps, of the 
same scale “i difhculty, Captain Siilitoe in- 
dicated that he has in mind adaptations of 
the American practice in this regard that 
would make the system applicable in Glasgow 
and other parts of Scotland, with promise of 
very effective aid in crime slacidation and 
the tracing of the criminal. 


USE OF WIRELESS, 


Speaking of the employment of wireless, 
the Chief Constable stated tha the 
apparatus in use on the American police 
cars was compact beyond anything of the 
kind which, so far as he knew, had been 
evolved by the industry of this country. 
The receiving sets on their cars were on 
about eight inches square, and the Bád. 
speakers, fixed on the dash-hoards, were no 
more than the size of an ordinary bread 
plate. “I have brought specimens of these 
with me,” he added. 

The automobile was now put to a great 

fice service of 
America. In one place virtually no foot 
work was done by the policeman. The 
policing of the city was all done by motor 
car and wireless, 
The fleet of cars in commission was so 
ample that a guarantee was given that 
response would be made to any call or signal 
within a space of three minutes. ‘he 
arrangement. was that cars were stationed in 
every district, ready to proceed immediately 
to any point in their area of service. By 
means = this system there had been a great 
increase in the capture of criminals caught 
red-handed. 
Asked if he had made any inquiries about 
“‘ racketeering,’ the Chief Constable said 
that he had gathered that the activities of 
these gangs were dying down since the sale 
of beer had been permitted, and the expecta- 
tion had grown that Prohibition weed be 
gone by the end of this year. 
He mentioned that in Chicago he had 
accompanied police officers on a visit to an 
Italian restaurant for the purpose of seeing 
a man who had just recovered from serious 
injuries received in an attack by another. 
The police went to ask this man if he was 
prepared to give evidence against his 
assailant. The man definitely and emphatl- 
cally refused to do so. He said that if he 
gave evidence he would most certainly be 
shot next time, either by the arraigned ‘man 
ou his release or by some of his confederates, 
The police had to accept the situation, 
Kidnapping, he learned, was still rife all 
over the country. The feeling was certainly 


| strong in America that there was so muc 


political jobbery in the country that a man 
could not look for justice, and public citizens 
would fain see British practice followed 'n 
the judicature and in such matters as police 
appointments. The policeman in America was 
to be regarded as a hero. He did his work 
honestly against great difficulties and in 
frequent danger. Undoubtedly many persons ' 
carried firearms, and, with the variation in 
the law between the different States in this 
regard, any partial prohibition or control was 
hopeless.
